Why she ro- 
ceived an encore we do not know, except 
that the audience seemed to have a pas- 
sion for soles ; her encore number was a 
little better. We learn from some mem- 
bers of the choir that she was very nerv- 
ous and did not do herself justice. 

Miss Webster sang ‘* i Love Thee” very 
sweetly and was justly recalled. 

Mr. Jackson Hanby, having just re- 
covered from la grippe waa not in very 
good voice and hardly did himself justice 
in ** The Message” nor yet in his encore 
number ‘* Mary of Argyle." 

The solos were not so well rendered as 
the other numbers but were better re- 
ceived, 

The church was weil filled and the 
audience delighted.
